DOYLE’S FRIENDS HAVE NOT YET PLAYED 
- THEIR BIG TRUMP CARD.

WasuinerTon, D. C., June 23.—It has been 
reported here today that new efforts were to 
be made to secure the release of Doyle, and 
that the latter was still quite confident he 
would escape confinement in the Chester 
Penitentiary. Among other things, it has 
been stated that Gen. Henderson, member of 
Congress from Rock Island, has been active 
on behalf of Doyle, and that, owing in part 
to the assertions and representations that he 
has made, and to additional information

GEN. HENDERSON, 

referring to these reports, said tonight that 
they were entirely erroneous-.so far as he 
knew or was concerned. He had had no 
communication whatever since he made the 
concluding argument at the first trial in Chi- 
cago, and he had not spoken to the Presi- 
dent, the Attorney-General, Secretary of the 
Treasury, or to any human being in behalf 
of Doyle. Nor does he know of any efforts 
except those being made by Felker to secure 
Doyle’s release. Mr. Henderson said that the 
only time he ever mentianed Doyle’s name to 
the Secretary of the Treasury was im- 
mediately, after the~ first trial, when 
one of Doyle’s bondsmen wished him to 
state to the Secretary what he knew as to the 
responsibility of himself the (bondsman). 
This Gen. Henderson, as he had known the 
man for forty years, was able to do, and 
since that time he has not mentioned Doyle’s 
name to any Government official, nor has he 
been advised of or consulted as to any 
movements in Doyle’s behalf.

THE MONITORS. 
DISAPPOINTED SHIPBUILDERS, 
@pectal Dievatch to The Chicac Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D.C., June 23.—The ship- 
builders at whose yards are lying the unfin- 
ished monitors Monadnock, Puritan, Terror, 
and Amphitrite, express much disappoint- 
ment at the shape in which the clause of the 
Navy Appropriation bill providing for addi- 
tional work on those vessels is drawn. ‘The 
clause in question provides that $1,000,000 
shall be expended In building and fitting the 
turrets and pilot-house of the Miantonomah, 
to the launching to the best advantage of the 
other four monitors above named, and to 
the completion of the engines and ma- 
chinery for such two of the: four un- 
completed vessels as the Secretary of the 
Navy may think best for the interests of the 
service. The Miantonomah will be finished, 
with the exception of her armament, when 
the turrets and pilot-house are built and 
fitted. She now lies at the League Island 
Navy-Yard. The cost of this work will be 
in the neighborhood of $200,000. Before the 
Monadnock, Puritan, Amphitrite, anda Terror 
can be launched the shafts must be put in 
and sea valves adjusted, rudders affixed, 
ways built, ete., which will . cost, 
it is estimated, about $300,000 more. 
When this work is done the contractors will 
be entitled to receive between $25,000 and 
$40,000 on each vessel, being of the pay 
withheld under the last contract to insure 
faithful compliance with its terms. 

THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY 

does not wish to be obliged to select two out 
of the four monitors to be fitted wigh engines 
and machinery. There will be a grand strug- 
gle among contractors if the bill becomes a 
law in its present shape to see who can get 
the contracts provided for. -If the appropri- 
ation for finishing these vessels goes through 
the House, an etfort will be made to amend 
it in the Senate by striking out the provision 
limiting the expenditure of the mouey on the 
vessels. 


PLEURO-PNEUMONITIA. 
THE CATTLE COMMISSION DECLARE THAT 
THE DISEASE EXISTS IN MARYLAND. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—The Treas- 
ury Cattle Commission furnish the following 
for publication: “The statement having 
been made through the newspapers and 
otherwise that the Governor of the State of 
Maryland had recently officially declared that 
no contagious pleuro-pneumonia, or lung 
plague, of cattle had existed in that State 
within the past six months, the United States 
Treasury Cattle Commission felt it tobe 
their duty, in view of what seemed to them 
to be well-founded reports to thejcontrary, to 
investigate and ascertain the precise facts in 
the premises. A single day’s investigation in 
the Uounty of Baltimore has fully satisiied 
them that the disease still prevails in that 
State, and that at no time within the past six 
months has Baltimore County been free from 
it. The commission, consisting of Prof. 
James Law, of Cornel! University; Dr. E. F. 
Thayer, of Boston; and J. H. Sanders, of Chi- 
cago, ou Monday of this week found several 
clearly marked and undoubted cases of ‘this 
disease in Baltimore County. They also 
fuund that nine animals from an infected 
herd had recently been driven twenty-one 
miles along the public highway to Baltimore, 
where they were exposed for sale in the 
stock-yards, and that while in these re 
one of the animals was found to be suffering 
from this disease in its acute stage. They 
also learned that one animal from an in- 
fected herd in Baltimore County had recent- 
ly been sent to Chicago, and they are now 
endeavoring to ascertain the precise locality 
to which this animal has been sent, so that 
the danger of the creation of a new centre of 
infection in the West may be prevented if 
possible. Prof. Law and Dr. Thayer, both 
of whom have had large experience with this 
disease, slaughtered one of the diseased ani- 
mals found on the farm of Mr. Christopher 
Slade, of Whitehall, Baltimore County, and 
made a post-mortem examination of the 
same, and they have not the slightest doubt 
that the disease now existing in that locality 
is the virulently contagious lung plague of 
Europe. The commission have officially 
called the attention of the Governor of Mary- 
land to these facts.’’

Annual Report of the Commissioner of 
Fisheries. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Oyicage Tribuné, 

OTTAWA, June 23.—The supplement to the an- 
nual report of the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, giving the statements for the year, 
bas only now been distributed. W. F. Whitcher, 
Commissioner of Fisheries, complains of the 
manner in which the fisheries branch of the de- 
partment has been treated with respect to the 
publication of its statistics, and particularly of 
the report not being printed in time for distri- 
bution during the sitting of Parliament. He 
also takes occasion to explain that under such 
circumstances he has latterly refrained from re- 
porting on the Canadian fisheries and reviewing 
the service which bas proved so beneficial to 
their protection and development, with the pros- 
pect of his report being made a stale supplemen- 
ey addition to the various reports 
an sub-reports of another branch of 
the department. From the report it appeers 
that the total value of the production of the 
fisheries in Canada in 1881 was $15,817,162. The 
value in the previous yeer amounted to $14,499,- 
979, an increase of $1,317,182, exclusive of the 
catch in Manitoba and the northwestern Terri- 
tories, of which there are no returns. The 
largest increase is in British Columbia, where 
the production of canned saimon increased from 
$100,781 in 1880 to $1,063,654i0 1881. Tne total ex- 
penditures for the year for fishery, officers’ 
salaries, tisn-breeding, etc., was . The 
annual report of Mr. S. Wilmot, and other de- 
tailed statements connected with the fish-breed- 
ing operations during the year 1881, will appear 
in a separate volume.

HIS THEFT OF $340,000, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 23.—A little over a year 
azo Canon Leon Bernard, Secretary to the 
Bishop of Tournay, in Belgium, who had 
full charge of the church m@peys of that 
diocese, left Tournay for a short vacation 
and did not return. Svon after this the 
Bishop was removed by the Pope, and it was 
subsequently discovered that the zealous 
Secretary when he departed had taken with 
him over 1,700,000 francs, or $340,000, of the 
moneys of the church,” besides a large 
sum in private securities. When the news 
of the defaication reached King Leopold 
he notified his Consul in Montreal, 
Mr. H. S. W. Goodhue, to be on. the lookout 
for Bernard, as it was believed that he had 

SAILED FOR AMERICA. 
Mr. Charles Malie, of No. 3 Broadway, the 
Belgian Consul of this port, and the Coudert 
brothers, counsel for the Belgian King, were 
also notified, and every vessel from the other 
side was closely watched on its arrival, but 
ali efforts were in vain. 

Meantime Mr. Goodhue, the Montreal Con- 
sul, proceeded to Belgium, where he evinced 
such a wonderful knowledge of Bernard’s 
affairs that he himself was arrested as an ac- 
cessory to the crime. He was also accused 
of having recovered a portion of the bonds 
from. Bernard and converting them to his 
own use. Goodhue acknowledged that he 
had been negotiating with the defaulter for 
the bonds, and that the latter had promised 
to deliver them for 40 per cent of their face 
value. Bernard was followed from place to 
place in this country, and, according to a 
dispatch, was arrested on Wednesday last in 
Havana justas he was aboutto embark for 
St. Thomas. An examination of his trunks 
resulted in the discovery of 

SEVERAL WELL-FILLED POCKETBOOKS, 
containing bills of exchange, shares in dif- 
ferent enterprises, United States coin and 
bank-notes, amounting in all to 1,800,000 
francs. Thirteen keys were also found,. ap- 
parently belonging to boxes and safes in the 
safe-deposit companies of this city and New 
Orleans. Mr. Malie said to-day that Ber- 
nard’s defalcation was much larger than had 
been reported. It was probable-it would 
amount altogether to 3,400,000 francs, or 
$680,000. He thought that Bernard would 
be held until a requisition could be obtained 
to remove the prisoner from Cuba, and he 
would probably be taken. at once 
to Belgium, via Southampton. He 
had no doubt that man of the 
keys found on his person wouid fit a num- 
ber of drawers in the safe-deposit vaults of 
this city.

NO CHANGE, 

New Yor«, June 23.—The strike of the 
freight-handiers along the North and East 
River tronts continues without any material 
change, and the same blockade of traffic in 
the streets surrounding the depots still ex- 
ists. .

John’s Park, the Thirtieth, and the Sixty- 
fifth street depojs have asked to be increased 
$5 per month. answer will be given them 
this evening.

JERSEY CITY. 

JERSEY Crry, June 23—The Jersey City 
Police Commissioners tonight authorized 
Chief Murphy to use the entire force as he 
may see fit to prevent violence on the part of 
striking ’longshoremen and freight-handlers. 
This strike is assuming a more serious as- 
pect. A wy body of strikers visited the 
docks of the New York, Lake Erie & West- 
ern Railway, where 130 Italians have been 
employed the pasttwo days. The appear- 
ance of the strikers struck terror into 
the Italians. ‘They dropped their hooks 
and made a rush for the immigrants in the 
waiting-room on the end of the pier. 

Officials of the company at once ordered a 
barge to be.towed to the bulkhead, and the 
Italians were hurried on board and returned 
to Castle Garden. As they left the dock a 
large number of them fell on their knees and, 
crossing themselves, offered up prayers for 
their deliverance. ‘The strikers 
DID NOT OFFER THE SLIGHTEST VIOLENCE 
toany of the Italians, but told their inter- 
preter ifany of them returned to work to- 
morrow they (the strikers) would throw 
them overboard. The strikers persuaded a 
number of switchmen and brakemen to join 
their ranks, thus preventing any cars being 
sent down on the docks. Superintendent 
Hill then made a formal demand upon th 
city authorities for protection. The Chie 
of Police at once ordered all the re- 
serve to the docks in’ squads of six 
ald seven by different routes. When they 
arrived they found the place entirely desert 
ed.. Forty men were quartered for the time 
being in a large storehouse. The strikers 
visited the freight-yard of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad, and ad- 
vised the men there to quit Work and join 
the strikers. One ortwo strikers remained 
in the vicinity of each yard and freight depot 
to report the slightest movement on the part 


of the railroad officials. Serious trouble is 


anticipated. 

The switchmen and brakemen of the Erie 
yard on a strike did not interfere with the 
milk and berry trains. Only yard men are 
on a strike. he age | will put 300 Ital- 
ians at work on the dock in the morning. 
Chief-of-Police Murphy will have 100 men at 
the docks early to prevent interference by 
the strikers.

OBITUARY. 
HENKY G. RADCLIFFE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 23.—Henry Graveret 
Radcliffe, the sole survivor of the party who 
accompanied Dr. Hayes on his second polar 
expedition, died at Rhinecliffe, N. Y., after a 
prolonged illness. He was in his 43d year. 
At the age of 19, after having com- 
pleted his studies at Peekskill, young 
Radcliffe volunteered his services to 
Dr. Sontag, of the Dudley Observatory at 
Albany, as assistant. It was while pursuing 
his studies at the Dudley Observatory, and 
while yet in his 2ist year, that the young 
astronomer observed the occultation of 
Venus by the moon, and he reduced his cal- 
culations, and published them. They were 
found to be, the most correct of any ada- 
vanced. Sooh afterward Dr. Sontag was 
earnestly solicited by Hayes to accompany 
him upon his expedition, and he finally con- 
sented to do so. Being greatly attached to 
the Doctor, and an enthusiast and of an ad- 
venturous spifit withal, 

RADCLIFFE DETERMINED TO ACCOMPANY HIS 
_ OLD FRIEND 
at any risk. He was the first to apply the 
art of photography to preserving views of 
the Arctic regions. To his efforts are to be 
credited the superb illustrations that ap- 
ared in Hayes’ work, and upon them have 
been founded pearly if not all the pictures of 
Arctic scenery since that time. Mr. Radcliffe 
brought back over 500 negatives and a lar 
number of proofs and sketches. Through- 
out the long voyage and the sledge journey 
ot 200 miles over the then frozen “open 
sea’”’ of Dr. Kane, 
ASTRONOMICAL AND MAGNETIC OBSERVA- 
TIONS 
were made by Radcliffe, and ‘much valuable 
material added to scientific knowledge. Soon 
after his return Mr. Raacliffe entered Eras- 
tus Corning’s old bank, and subsequently he 
en in extensive coal operations with 
Edwin Corning. In 1870 he removed 
to New York and ain drifted 
into the coal business. Latterly, he 
has held the position of passenger agent for 
the State Line of steamships. Mr. Radcliffe 
was one of the principal claimants under the 
French spoliation claims now before Con- 
gress. He had a firm belief, based upon his 
own observations, that the North Pole would 
eventually be reached, but only by way. of 
Smith’s Sound or by sailing north from Nor-

THE SAGE OF GREYSTONE. 


Mr. Tilden’s Homes, Habits, and Health 
~Facilities tor Visiting Him at His 
Country Piace-HMis New House in 
Gramercy Park—-What His Friends 
Say as to His Being a Candidate. 

New York Tribune. 

Mr. Tilden no longer occupies his old office in 
Wall street, where Charlies F. MacLean repre- 
sented him to undesirable callers for so many 
years. Mr. MacLean and Mr. Tilden have ap- 
parently separated in their business relations, 
having offices widely removed from each other. 
Mr. MacLean does not now live next door to Mr. 
Tilden, but their social relations are said to be 
as cordial asever. On the door of a room on 
the third floor of No. 120 Nassau street, which is 
next to the Sub-Treasury Building, appears the 
following in large gilt letters: “New York 
Iron Mine—Samuel J. Tilden—George Ww. 
Smith.” Entering this room, which opens 
into another one, suspicious- looking 
trunks were visible, as if ready- 
packed for immediate shipment to Albany or 
Washington. One bore the baggage mark of a 
Detroit express company, and probably once 
contained the iron company’s books and records 
that so rapidly disappeared from the,court- room 
in Marquette, Mich., in September, 1878, when 
the Government was about to examine them to 
secure evidence for use in the still unsettled in- 
come-tax suit. Behind the trunks some objects 
that iooked like the hoops that once encircied a 
barrel were visible; Dut there was no oppor- 
tunity allowed for examination. A congealed- 
looking young man, from behind a number of 
big open books that bad the appearance of 
ledgers and cash-books, @rrested attention by 
promptiy remarking, “ Good-day, sir.” On 
inquiring for Mr. Tilden it was learned 
that he was mot in; that he comes to 
the city on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and 
Saturdays, and then spends a few, minutes 
more or less in the middle of the day in his office. 
The young man, who proved tobe Mr. Smith, 
private secretary of Mr. Tilden, was very posi- 
tive that“ the Governor’ would not admit a 
newspaper reporter to his presence, because he 
had only lately refused to see representatives 
of two city newspapers who desired to ascertain 
whether be would accept a nomination for Gov- 
eruor. His reply was“ that if he had anything 
to communicate to the press he would send for 
the reporters.” 

it wae learned elsewhere that Mr. Tilden had 
removed his office so as to be in the same bulid- 
ing with the Third National Bank, where he 
keeps his account, in order, probably, that there 
might be less risk in depositing his money. It is 
his custow todrive down to Wall street in a 
closed carriage, and when he desires to transact 
any business with his broker be takes him into 
his coach and drives around a block or two, thus 
avoiding exposure to the rude gaze of the curi- 
ous multitude, and not disclosing his business 


purpose. 

Mr. Tilden at present resides at Greystone, his 
country house, about two miles from Yonkers. 
Here he ostensibly gives bimseif up to the rear- 
ing of Jersey cattle, blooded horses, and thor- 
oughbred dowgs,jin all ot which he takes great de- 
light. His house is a large, commodious struct- 
ure, over which his sister, Mra. Pelton, presides. 
The “Sage of Greystone” is represented by his 
friends as in better health and spirits than a 
any time within two or three years. “ Why,”’ 
suid one of them yesterday, “when I was up 
there the other day he took me out to show me 
over his beautiful grounds, and walked so fast 
up bilkand down bill that he completely tired 
me out, andi had tosuggesttohim that we sit 
down and rest. He is only 6] years old, while 
Gladstone, for instance, is over 70. If he were 
an ambitious man he might yetdobis country 

reat service. Ove of the charms of Mr. Til- 

en's country place is the facility it offers 
to politicians to confer with the “ Sage” and get 
away again without the indefatigable reporter 
finding it out. Daniel Mana Chairman of 
the Democratic State Com mittee; puty Coun- 
ty-Cierk Beardsiey, Andrew H. Green, Corpora- 
tion-Counsel Whitney, Smith M. Weed, and 
numerous other politicians of the same school 
are frequent visitors at Greystone. 

Mr. Tuden’s city house at Nos. 12 and 14 Gram- 
ercy Park will not be wholly ready for bis use 
before the autumn. A part of the old house is 
now occupied by the servants, and as the new 
dining-room has beén completed, Mr. Tilden 
takes his dinners there when he comes to the 
city on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays. 
The new residence will be a very fine one. The 
house in which Mr. MacLean formerly lived has 
been entirely demolished and a new fire- proof 
building erected upon the site, which forms 
an addition to Mr. Tiilden’s old house. The new 
front, extending over the entire house, is nearly 
finished and attracts a good deal of attention 
from passers-by because of the curious taste 
displayed in it. e front isof brown stone orna- 
mented with Scotch granit. There are two en- 
tranees, the main one being in the old house, 
around which there is a good deal of fine carv- 
ing in stone. The four seasons are represented 
by the’carved beads of the four mythological 
deities supposed to preside over them. Over the 
entrance to the new part of the house is carved 
the head of Michael Angelo. The bouse is four 
stories in bight, with basement and attic, and 
there are two large bay windows on cach story 
infront. Between these windows on the first 
floor there are carved ive heads in the follow- 
ing order:

Near the entrance to the new part there is a 
passenger elevator, but Mr. Tilden is said to have 
remarked that this is intended for the use of 
visitors and not for himseif. Mr. Tilden’s bed- 
room, bath-room, and private parior occupy the 
entire second-story front of the house. is li- 
brary is to occupy the first story of the addition. 
The ceiling and walis of the dining-room in the 
old part are finished with finely carved satin- 
wood and blue tiling. Satin-wood will be used 
for the doors, and for decoration throughout the 
house. The work is under the architectural 
superintendence of Calvin Vaux. Mr. Tilden 
takes great personal interest in the improve- 
ments, and during the days when he is in the 
city he spends most of bis time watching and 
directing the work. It is carried on by day's 
iabor, as Mr. Tilden wanted to be free to change 
his plans and give directions as the work pro- 
ceeas. The total cost of the improvements will 
be about $200,000, it is said.

What Three Minutes of Iowa Wind Did 

Thursday at Independence.

Czpar Raptps, Ia., June 23.—lowa has had an- 
other terrible visitant, this time in the form of 
a devastating hurricane, and Independence, a 
beautiful city of 2,500 indabitants, is the victim. 
At haif-past 4 o'clock yesterday, one of the 
most oppressive days of the season, rain began 
to fall, the wind at that time blowing briskly 
from the southwest. In a few minutes another 
I seemed to come from the northwest, 

THEY MET NEAR INDEPENDENCE. 
Suddenly it grew dark, and the people were 
wild with fright. The citizens nearly all went 
into their cellars, but there were thousands of 
country people in the city, who had . come in to 
see Selis’ Circus, and they not only filled the 
stores but lined the streets. Maio street was 
filled with teams. The darkness did not last 
loug, but an opening appeared in the clouds, 
and at that spot there were rapidly changing 
colors of purple, pale green, and other colors, 
and that seemed to be almost directly over the 
city. Itwas then the hurricane commenced, 
and the time of the destruction was 

NOT OVER THREE MINUTES. 
The scene was one of the wildest confusion and 
terror. Houses were picked up and dashed to the 
ground, demolishing them as badly as were those 
at Grinnell. Roofs, boxes, boards, and gravel- 
stones were flying promiscuously through the 
air. Wagons were overturned and demolished, 
horses were running away and becoming en- 
tangled in the telephone wires that bad been 
thrown to the ground, and everything seemed 
to be in chaos. The western part of the city 
suffered most severely, though the work of 
destruction raged throughout the city and for a 
number of miles north. 

DURING THE HURRICANE 

Willie Horan, 17 years of age, sonof a widow 
lady, appealed to his mother to go into the cel- 
lar, but she laughed at him and refused to go. 
He then started, and as bG was haif down the 
steps, the house shot from its Toundation and 
THE YOUNG MAN WAS INSTANTLY KILLED, 
his head and chest being crushed. Aibert Ripke, 
the ll-year-old boy of John Ripke, a farmer 
living at Buffalo Grove, was stopping at William 
Bradley's house, and when he saw the house 
shaking he ran out, and it blew over on him, 
causing instantdeath. The house was turned 
upside down. Mr and Mrs. Brad- 
ley were thrown into the ceiling- 
part of the house, when it was picked up, carried 
some distance, and dashed to the ground, Brad- 
ley and wife receiving slight injuries. There 
were many other similarly miraculous escapes. 
Mr. O. Marquette, a farmer, was hit on the head 
and had bis skuil fractured by a flying timber 
while driving home, and will probabiy die. 

THE ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE, 
located about two miles southwest of the city, 
a handsome stone structure upon which 
$800,000 have already been expended and 
in which there are about 50 inmates 
and 100 employés, was badly damaged. It 
is situated upon an elevation, and seemed to re- 
ceive the fuil foree of the wind and storm,which 
unroofed five of the ten sections, including the 
centre partof the building, twisted the bell- 
tower out of piace, badly cracked the stone 
tower on one wing, and demolished 

THE SMOKE-STACK COMPLETELY, 
knocking it across the varpeuter-shop and the 
end of the engiue-house, doing great damage to 
other property, beside the loss of the stack. It 
was 1355 feet high, twenty feet wide at the base, 
ten at the top, and contained a double 
hot-air and a smoke . pipe. t cost 
$8,000. Fortunately it missed the main building, 
or a terrible calamity would have resuited, 
There were two boilers under the débris. The 
barns, sheds, summer-houses, fences, trees, etc., 
beion to the asylum were compiectely 
ruined. loss is estimated at from 
$40,000.

The President is said to have been moved to

President’s advisers was held last evening to 
ceusider the matter, and it is understood that 
the opinion was unanimous among them that 
the respit ought not to be granted.

to Guiteau’s moral responsibility, the 
absolute freedom of the record . in 
the case from any legal flaw. and 
the conclusive determination of the question 
of jurisdiction, was submitted and read at 
the Cabinet meeting, and a decision was ar- 
rived at which will be officially promulgated 
today. Thereis hardlya doubt what that 
decision will be, or that the President, acting 
in accordance with the views of his Cabinet, 
will refuse a respit. Any other decision 
would astound the people of the United 
States and of the civilized world. 


DEMOCRATIC THEORY OF TAX-REFORM. 
Some days ago Col. Morrison, Democratic 
member of Congress from this State, an- 
nounced his conviction that tax-reform is 
the only platform on which the Democratic 
party can hope for success in the next Presi- 
dential campaign. Col. Morrison is without 
doubt sincere in this declaration. If he 
could have his way he would probably urge 
an aggressive movement against the high 
tariff as the leading policy of his party. His 
speech in Congress on Thursday opposing 
the pending bill for the reduction of internal 
revenue on the ground nvoOhves a 
sacrince of revenue withont any relief in the 
burdens of taxation, was an earnest of his 
good faith. But, unfortunately for his hope 
of Democratic success, Col. Morrison does 
not speak for his party. On the very same 
day the Democrats in Congress held a 
caucus in which they determined to press 
the reduction of internal revenue still further, 
if possible, than is proposed by the pending 
bill, and to demand the removal of all taxes 
upon tobacco and liquors, whereby the Gov- 
ernment would surrender $100,000,000 of 
revenue without any compensatory relief of 
the people from the burdens of taxation. 
This caucus edict reveals the exact Demo- 
cratic idea of tax-reform. The raising and 
manufacture of tobacco in its various forms 
is largely a Southern industry, and hence en- 
titled to all the aid and encouragement of 
the Democratie party. The consumption of 
whisky is almost a universal Democratic 
habit, and hence commands the sympathy of 
that party. Whenever the Democratic party 
discusses the tax-reform in caucuses or in 
any other practical way, the very first sug- 
gestion is in favor of abolishing the whisky 
and tobacco taxes. Col. Morrison, Mr. Cox, 
and afew other individual Democrats may 
talk spasmodically and sporadicaliy about a 
reduction of tarlff duties and the rescue of 
the masses from oppressive taxation, but 
when the Democratic party is brought to- 
gether in official council then the Southern 
representatives of the whisky and tobacco 
interests combine with the Northern repre- 
sentatives of the protectéd classes, and it is 
found that all the party ambition in the direc- 
tion of tax reform is concentrated upon free 


This officlal detinition of the Democratic 
idea of tax-reform is very timely. There has 
been a widespread disposition to criticise the 
Republican agreement upon a Tariff Com- 
mission as a means for postponing and pos- 
sibly defeating the reduction of the customs 
taxes. The Republican majority in Con- 
gress has also been condemned for taking up 
Mr. Kelley’s scheme to reduce the special 
license taxes assessed on dealers in whisky 
and tobaccos, since it contemplates an abate- 
ment of about $4,000,000 annually without 
reducing the cost of collection. Have any of 
those who have censured the Republican 
policy in this ease thought of turning to the 
Democratic party for improvement? If so, 
the late conclusion of the Democratic caucus 
is a notice to dissatisfied Republicans that 
they willdo better to bear the ills they have 
than fiy to others they know not of. Mr. 
Kelley’s Revenue-Reduction bill proposes to 
surrender only $3,700,000 of the revenue de- 
rived from whisky and tobacco, but the 
Democrats would cut down the revenues 
about $100,000,000 in order to take away all 
restrictions of taxes from the manufacture 
and sale of whisky and tobacco. 

The Democratic position is monstrous. No 
tax was ever levied which entails so little 
suffering or does so much good as that as- 
sessed on liquors. It produces an enormous 
revenue, ana yet itis paid in driblets by the 
individual drinkers. To the extent that it 
operates to repress the appetite for drink, it 
isa domestic, social, National biessing. To re- 
pealsuch a tax altogether while there is yet 
a public debt of $2,000,000,000, and while it is 
necessary to take $300,000,000 a year from the 
pockets of the people to pay interest, pen- 
sions, and the maintenance of the Govern- 
ment, would be an outrage but little short of 
acrime. And yet this isthe Democraticcon- 
ception of tax-reform |! 

A hurried glance at what the tax on whis- 
ky and tobacco does or may do will serve to 
demonstrate the viciousness of this Demo- 
cratic proposition, lt is more than enough 
to pay the interest on the outstanding bonded 
debt of the United States Government. It 
is equivalent to the average annual charge 
for pensions at the enormous rate imposed 


| by the Arrears act. It istwice as much as 


the combined cost of suppurting the army 
and navy of the United States. If set aside 
for the support of popular education, as 
| Senator Logan’s bill proposes so far as the 
whisky tax goes, it would relieve the farm- 
ers and business men of this country of all 
the direct taxes they now pay to maintain 
the schools, and still provide a larger schvol- 
system. And this tax, actually accomplish- 
ing and capable of accomplishing so much, 
is collected without any sense of oppression, 
or a single protest from those who pay—the 

smokers, and chewers. Yet the 
Democratic party believes that tax-reform 
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whisky and tobaceo, From now on a cry of 
tax-reform coming from the Democrats, 
either in Congress, in convention, in the 
newspapers, or on the stump, will be esti- 
mated at its true value.

EFFECT OF THE NEW BANE ACT. 

The new Bank act which has passed the 
Senate with amendments in which the House 
is likely to concur is something more than a 
mere extension or renewal of charters which 
expire under the twenty years’ limitation 
of the old law. It contains provisions 
which affect the banks whose old charters 
have still many years to run, as well as those 
which continue under the operation of the 
new law, and those which may be established 
hereafter. Without taking the space neces- 
sary to point out the difference between the 
billasit passed the House and as it was 
amended in the Senate, or the modification of 
the old law by the terms of the new act, it 
may be well tosummarize briefly the effect of 
the measure now practically completed. 

Provision is made for the extension of 
bank chartersfor a new period of twenty 
years by consent of shareholders owning not 
less than two-thirds of the capital stock of 
such institutions as seek to avail themselves 
of the privilege, and by submitting to a spe- 
cial examination, which the Controller of the 
Currency is required to order, showing the 
affairs of the bank to be ina satisfactory con- 
dition. ' It is also provided that shareholders 
not willing to continue their investment into 
the extended term shall be paid the cash 
value of their stock by the association as 
assessed in the usual form of arbitration and 
approved by the Controller of the Currency. 
New notes are to be issued in place of the 
old notes at the expense of the banks ex- 
tending their charters, and the Government 
is to have the benefit of any gain that shall 
arise from a failure to present the old notes. 

These are the material provisions .which 
relate to the extension of charters. The 
other terms of the act apply to all banking 
institutions, and are as follows: 

1. National banks may henceforth be sued 
in State courts the same as banks not organ- 
ized under United States laws, with the re- 
striction that no attachment, injunction, or 
execution shall be issued before final judg- 
ment in the State or local court. 

2. Banks with a capital of $100,000 or less 
may reduce their circulation to one-third of 
their cavital, provided that the amount of 
their circulating notes shall at no time exceed 
90 per cent of the face value of the bonds de- 
posited to secure the same, By another sec- 
tion it is stipulated that a bank withdrawing 
its circulating notes in conformance with this 
privilege shall not be permitted to.increase 
its circulation within a period of six months 
thereafter, and that not more than $3,000,000 
of the circulating notes in the aggregate 
shall be withdrawn during any one month, 

8. It is provided that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall issue gold certificates in ex- 
change for the deposit of gold coin in the 
same manner that silver certificates are now 
issued: that both gold and silver certificates 
may be held by the banks and counted as a 
part of their lawful reserve; and that no 
bank shall bea member of a clearing-house 
association in which gold and silver certilfi- 
cates shall not be received in settlement of 
balances.. To prevent the withdrawal of 
gold from the Treasury under the Resump- 
tion act in order to deposit it in exchange 
for certificates, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is required wo suspend the issue of gold 
certificates whenever the redemption gold 
reserve in the Treasury falls below the sum 
of $100,000,000, 

4. The Secretary ofthe Treasury is also au- 
thorized toexchange 3 per cent bonds ‘Yor 
the 34¢ percent extended bonds. The former, 
like the latter, will be redeemable at the 
pleasure of the Government, with the re- 


striction that they shall not be called so long | 


as there are higher interest bonds out- 
standing which aresubject tocall. There is 
some guarantee ofa longer tenure of the 
bonds in this provision which will probably 
induce the banks to wish for the exchange as 
soon as the bill shall.become a law. 

5. The overcertification of checks is made 
a penal offense, and every officer and clerk of 
a bank who shali be guilty thereof is sub- 
jected to a fine of not more than $5,000 and 
imprisonment for not more than five years. 

All who are familiar with the present law 
regulating the management of the National 
banks will readily recognize the changes 
that have been made, and there is reason to 
believe that every one of these changes is 
calculated to improve the character and the 
operation of the law. 


POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 
Tue TRIBUNE published some weeks ago 


a copy of the circular issued by the Repub- 
lican Congressional Committee at Washinge- 
ton and addressed to every person in the 
United States holding an office or appoint- 
ment under the United States, The purport 
of the circular was that the person receiving 
it was indebted to the Government through 
the favor of the Republican party for the 
bread and butter that he eats and the clothes 
that he and his family wear, and generally 
that he is a pauper supported by the charity 
of the Republican party, which can at any 
moment turn him outof office and put anoth- 
er in his place. Having thus reminded the 
appointee of his miserable dependence, the 
circular informs him that he has been as- 
sessed acertain percentage of his annual 
salary or wages, which he is expected to 
remit without delay to Mr. Jay A. Hubbell, 
Chairman and Treasurer of the committee. 
This begging circular has been published 
far and wide, and has elicited from the Civil- 
Service Reform Association, through Mr. 
George William Curtis, its President, a coun- 
ter circular, addressed. to the same class of 
officials, advising them to pay no attention to 
the appeals for money, and warning them 
that under the act of Congress of 1876 all 
officials contributing money in answer to 
official demands of that character make them- 
selves liable to the penalties of the law. To 
this Mr. Hubbell, who is a member of Con- 
gress from Michigan, has made a response, 
taking the ground that no legal liability at- 
taches to paying money under these black- 
mailing demands on officeholders when the 
demand is made by a committee composed of 
members of Congress. 

The American people, Republicans as well 
as all others, are heartily disgusted and 
ashamed of these proceedings, nor will the 
public disgust bein any way diminished by 
the plea that these levies and extortions upon 
the official pay of officeholders, which levies 
and extortions are made criminal by act of 
Congress, are not punishable with fine and 
imprisonment when the demand is made by 
a committee of Congressmen. The law of 
Congress emphatically stamps all these de- 
mands upon officeholders: as disgraceful and 
illegal, and punishable as any other black- 
mailing schemes to extort money illegally: 
the fact that the law punishes poth 
the party making the demand and 
also the party yielding to the demand when 
they are officers in the public service, shows 
how streng was the condemnation sought to 
be placed on the crime. Mr. Hubbell will 
fail to redeem his begging, if not threatening, 
circular, by now pleading the cheap apology 
that members of Congress in whose name the 
threat is issued are not technically “ officers ”’ 
of the, United States. The attempt to lessen 
the criminality of the whole business by 
interpesing this plea that members of Con- 
gress are not “ officers” of the Government 
will convince no person of the justice or de- 
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political campaign purposes, but will go far 
to increase the general contempt which the 
American people have for all that kind of 
disreputable partisan practice. - 

The Congressional Campaign Committee 
ought to Know that the demand for civil- 
service reform is not a mere piece of senti- 
mentality. It is a positive demand upon 
which many thousands of people in every 
State place more importancé than they do 
upon the election of any mere candidates of 
any party. The Congressional Committee 
ought to know that this is a year when the 
Independeu.ts are abroad and are active, and 
if there be a party crime more justly offen- 
sive than another it is the crime of extorting 
from men in the civil servicea part of their 
salary under implied threat of dismissal. 
That policy now only exists with approval 
among the “bosses”? who think offices were 
created to produce money to be used for 
boss purposes. The Congressional Committee 
would have done more to recommend the 
Republican party to popular favor had it an- 
nounced that no demand for money should 
be made upon civil-service officers for polit- 
ical purposes than it can hope to obtain by 
whatever pittance it can extort through fear 
from those in office. 

If the men in tho civil service of the 
United States may be justly taxed to the ex- 
tent of $100,000 or $500,000 a year for party 
purposes, then it is evident that these men 
are paid that ‘much in excess of a just and 
fair compensation for their services, and that 
under the pretext of appropriating money 
for the public service the money is voted 
from the Treasury for party purposes. Is 
the Republican party willing to assume re 
sponsibility for this misuse of the public rev- 
enue? 

The best thing Mr. Hubbell can do is to 
drop the circular demand upon the office- 
holders. That circular is just the material 
which the Independents in Pennsylvania 
and other States need to induce them to vote 
for a reform of the civil service, and it is the 
kind of literature that is fatal to any party, 
which, under the guise of reguiar nomina- 
tions, will insist upon sustaining the dom- 
ination of bossism. We think Mr. Hub- 
bell’s second circular a mistake, because it is 
an attempt to justify a proceeding prohibited 
by law, gndof itself belonging to the ques- 
tionable style of politics.

A WORD FOR SHOPWOMEN, 

A movement which may in one sense at 
least be called social in its character has 
been commenced in England under the high- 
es} auspices, which promises to be very suc- 
cessful, and which might well be imitated in 
the large cities of this country. A number 
ot prominent and influential gentlemen, 
among them members of nobility, mem- 
bers of Parliament, clergymen, leading 
wholesale and retail merchants, and others, 
with the Lord-Mayor of London at their 
head, organized themselves into a body 
known as the Early-Closing Association 
about a year ago, for the purpose of further- 
ing the interests and well-being of clerks, and 
especially of young women engaged in 
stores. One of the objects of this as- 
sociation was to promote the adop- 
tion of the Saturday half-holiday. In 
this respect it has been very successful, 
as nearly all the wholesale houses have 
adopted it, and retail shops are now begin- 
ning to shorten the hours of work on Satur- 
days. This gives the employés an oppor- 
tunity for recreation, and they improve it, as 
is shown by the crowded condition of the 
parks on that day. The second object of the 
association was to protect the assistants of 
shopkeepers from Sunday trading, and in 
this they have succeeded so well that they 
hav? pow commenced another reform, and 
that is the shortening of the hours of em- 
ployment in shops. Toaeccomplish this they 
have gone tu the root of the matter by urging 
upon ladies to do their shopping earlier in 
the day, and thus give the shopmen a chance 
to close earlier. This is a reform which is 
needed quite as much in this country as it is 
in England. 

There isno question of the unhealthiness 
of aclerk’s occupation, and the question be- 
comes one of more than ordinary importance 
when it is considered how large a propor- 
tion of the clerks of any city, Chicago for 
instance, is composed of young women, ana 
girls even, who are compelled ata critical 
period of their lives to stand from ten to 
twelve hours a day without the opportunity 
to rest, with time only to take a very hasty 
meal, and in an atmosphere which is of itself 
unhealthy. There are stores in Chicago em- 
ploying large numbers of young girls who go 
to work at7 o’clock in the morning and re- 
main until6 or 7o’clock at night, and who 
are compelled to stand all this time in an at- 
mosphere so vitiated that even the customer 
who suffers it but afew minutes is glad to 
escape into the open air. If this beso, how 
much more must these young people suffer 
who have to endure it dayin and day out, 
with no means of escape? What is really 
endured by them any one can easily see who 
watches the pale, thin, tired, sickly-looking 
crowd pouring out of one of these places at 
the close of the day. It is not alone that they 
need time for instruction, for improvement, 
and for mental and moral recreation that 
their hours should be shortened, but that 
they may have time for physical relaxation. 
The remark of a prominent English physi- 
cian connected with)the association that 
there was no wore fruitful source of blighted 
heaith and early death by consumption and 
other diseases than the prolonged and late 
hours to which shopkeepers and others were 
subjected, is just as true here as it is there. 
In his address before the association, Earl 
Cairns made a suggestion of a practical 
nature which, if carried out here, would 
tend to shorten the hours of labor, 
and that was, that if there were no 
lateshopping there would be no difficulty in 
early closing. There is no question that if 
the women of Chicago who do the kind of 
shopping that takes up so much time were to 
get together and resolve to start an hour or 
two earlier and get through early in the aft- 
ernoon it would enable shopkeepers to close 
that much earlier, and this would give the 
tired, jaded employés an opportunity to rest 
and recruit for the next day’s work. There 
is no reason why it cannot be accomplished, 
as late shopping is merely a matter of fashion 
—and no fashion is a necessity—or it arises 
from carelesness or thoughtiesness. If 
these late shoppers, who have tinie enough 
of their own for any purpose, would only 
stop to think that without inconveniencing 
themseives in the least they might help hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of their sisters who are 
compelled to remain all day in hot, un- 
healthy places, and whohave notime to rest, 
they would probably do so, or at ieast 
would have more indulgence for them when 
they fail to display all that consideration, and 
courtesy, and long suffering which lady- 
shoppers assume they have the right to de- 
mand from clerks. Ohicago is preéminently 
acity of women’s clubs. They spring up on 
every hand like mushrooms over night. 
There are clubs for the encouragement of 
plaques and embroideries, clubs fog the 
preservation of German literature, clubs for 
the protection of Dante, Pericles, and Aris- 
totie, clubs for the dissemination of Hegelian 
and Schiegelian ideas, whatever they may 
be, clubs for the perpetuation of encyclo- 
pedias, clubs for purposes “no felier can 
find out.” Would it not be well, where there 
is such a surplus of ciub talent, for some 
of our leading and influential ladies 
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| the shops, not by reading essays or eating 
lunches, but by going to work in some prac- 
tical manner, even if it be nothing more la- 
borious than doing their shepping an hour 
or two earlier? Itis not a reform which can 
be reached by legislation. It must be accom- 
plished by public opinion, and it seems to us 
that public opinion can be more profitably 
engaged in helping young women in shops 
than in furthering the interests of Dante, 
GoSthe, Hegel, Schlegel, and other persons 
who are not in any danger from close and 
unhealthy confinement.

Congressional, 

Ture Tripune’s Cairo specials of yester- 
day and the day before, though most bar- 
barously mutilated in the process of trans- 
mission, contained a very comprehensive 
and detailed story of the unfortunate con- 
dition of affairs wheh now prevails among 
the Republicans of Alexander County. The 
country primaries a week ago today were 
carried for Congressman Jobn R. Thomas. 
These and the Fifth Ward of Cairo were con- 
ceded to nim. The Fourth Ward was conceded 
to Judge Damron, of Johnson County, his most 
active opponent. The First, Second, and Third 
Wards of Cairo were in contest, and sent double 
delegations to the County Convention. The 
anti-Thomas element had the Chairman of 
the County Centrai Committee, who called 
the convention to order. The Thomas 
men, figuring that the city delegates 
would offset each other, and that the 
country delegates, of whom they had the ma- 
jority, would decide the thing, insisted that 
everybody should be allowed to vote on the 
question of preliminary organizacon. The anti- 
Thomas men contended that the contestees 
alone had the right to vote. The Chairman gave 
a double-headed sort of a decision, which at 
first blush seemed to give everybody the right 
to vote, but which really barred out the con- 
testing delegates. The Thomas men gradually 
saw the point and appealed. The Chairman re- 
fused to put the appeal on tne ground that until 
the convention was organized there was nobody 
to appeal to. Thereupon Mayor Thistlewood, a 
Thomas man, toek the reins, put the appea), and 
declared it carried. Since none but Thomas 
men voted, and they in the rmative, it.prob- 
ably was. The result—ap ntly inevitable in 
view of the tirm, unyielding attitude 
of both parties—was two conventions and 
two sets of delegates to the Congressional, State, 
and Senatorial Conventions, one set of Congres- 
sional delegates being instructed for Thomas 
and the other for Damron. Whichever delega- 
tion to the State Convention is seated at Spring- 
field will bave a precedent in its favor: at, the 
Congressional Convention. The Thomas men, 
by instructing for Smith and Strattan, are evi- 
dently striving for the precedent, while the 
Damron people, fearing to antagonize otber 
elements at Springfield, declined to instruct for 
anybody. 

The Thomas men have still another lever. 
They expect the Congressional Convention to 
rule out Alexander County in the preliminary 
organization, or, what is the same thing. ellow 
both sets of delegates to vote. Pulaski County 
has instructed for George W. Young, of 
Williamson, and for Thomas as second 
choice. Dan Hogan, the Pulaski leader, 
wants to go to the State Senate from the Fifty- 
first Senatorial District, made up of Franklin, 
Williamson, Johnson, and Pulaski. Wiiliamson 
and Pulaski control the nomination, and will 
pull together for Hogan. This perhaps explains 
why Pulaski instructed for Young as its first 
choice. It is thought that Pulaski will vote for 
Young just about once, and then go to Thomas, 
between whom and Hogan there is said to bea 
specially cordial feeling. With Alexander out 
of the question, with the 69 votes 
which Thomas already has, and with 
the friendly influence of Pulaski, on which 
his friends are confidently counting, the Thomas 
people will have the majority of the convention, 
and expect to seat their Alexander County dele- 
gates. Whether the Damron wing and the other 
elements in the opposition will conclude to boit 
in that event just as the Thomas people boited 
at Cairo, remains to beseen. In the three weeks 
intervening before the Congressional Conven- 
tion there is a fine opportugity for the Repub- 
licans of Alexander County to sacrifice seliish 
ends to the party good instead of perpetuating 
a condition of things from.which nove but the 
Democrats of the Twentieth Districtare at pres- 
ent extracting any cousfort. 


RepusLican County Conventions will be 
held today throughout the new Fifth Congres- 
sional District, embracing the Counties of Lake, 
McHenry, Boone, De Kalb, and Kane, for the 
purpose of selecting delegates to the Congres- 
sional Conveation, which meets at Elgin June 
30, to the State Convention, which meets at 
Springtield next Wednesday, and probably to 
the Senatorial Conventions yet to be called for 
the Bighth, Fourteenth, and Seventeenth Sena- 
torial Districts. Lake County’s delegates will, 
of course, be instructed to vote for Charies RK. 
Steele, of Waukegan, for Congress; McHenry’s 
for Judge Ben N. Smith, of Woodstock; and De 
Kaib’s and probably Boone’s for Keuben Eli- 
wood, of De Kaib. The most interesting con- 
vention of the lot will be at Geneva, Kane Coun- 
ty. Albert J. Hopkins, the brilliant young lawyer 
of Aurora, and 8. 8. Mann, of Elgin, the well- 
known dairyman, produce dealer, and ¢x-mem- 
ber of the Legislature, are the two opposing 
candidates now that Congressman Sherwm is 
out of the race, and a vigorous contest has been 
in progress at the primaries for weeks. At last 
accounts Mann had a shade the best of it. 
There will be double delegations in s80me cases, 
however, and the result is sufficiently uncertain 
to nake the convention one of absorbing interest 
to the politicians in the Fifth District. Whichever 
candidate carries Kane County will have fifteen 
votes to start with in the Congressional Conven- 
tion and be on an even footing with Reuben 
Eliwood, who will certainly have DeKalb and 
probably Boone. It will take & votes to 
nominate, and if either Kane's candidate or 
Mr. Eliwood can take in McHenry with its 9 
votes the question will be settled. The friends 
of Judge Smith and Mr. Steele hope to protract 
the balloting and compel a compromise in favor 
of their respective men. McHenry holds the 
key to the situation, bowever, ana the candi- 
dates trom Kane and De Kalb will no doubt 
cultivate the most friendly relations with her 
nine powerful delegates. 
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On Thursday Tue Trisune printed a dis- 
patch from San Francisco givimg an account of 
the burning of the United States exploring 
steamer Rodgers in St. Lawrence Bay. in the 
Arctic region, and the rescve of her crew. In 
this dispatch mention was made of the propabie 
loss of Master Putnam, commanding the sup- 
ply -depot near Cape Serdze, who, in seeking to 
carry provisions to the crew of the Rodgers, was 
carried out to sea on an ice-floe. Master Charles 
F. Futoam was a native of Illinois. He entered 
the navy in 1869, and became a Master in 1880. 
When the Rodgers was ready for sea in June, 188), 
her departure was delayed by the temporary in- 
capacity of Master William F. Haisey. Master 
Putnam was at that time attached to the coast- 
survey steamer Hassler, but after tweaty-four 
hours’ notice be was ready to take Master Hal- 
sey's place, and the Rodgers was thus enabied to 
sailon June 16. He wasa valuable addition to 
the ship, being a good astronomer and having 
had much experience in the handling of scien- 
~ instruments. When the Rodgers sailed 

uthward from Herald Island last year, Lieut. 
Berry erected a house on a small island about 
twenty miles west of Cape Serdze, and left 
Master Putoam in charge of a smal! party (in- 
cluding Mr. Gilder, who brought the news of the 
loss of the Rodgers to the Lena Valley), with 
instructions to search with dogs and sleds dur- 
ing the winter for traces of the Jeannette. 


Mr. JAMes L. Hieu, in an article in the 
latest American Law Review, refers to “the 
alarming rapidity with which the reports are 
constantly accumulating.” He estimates the 
existing number of reports actually consulted 
by American courte, lawyers, and text-writers 
thus: American (State and Federal), 2.944 vol- 
umes: Engiisb, 1,438 volumes; Irish, 165 volumes; 
Cunadian, 164 volumes; total, 4.706 volumes. To 
these figures are to be added a liberal allowance 
for periodicals and digests. The aggregate, 
large now, is growing at a rate which constantly 
accelerates. The quality of the average re- 
porter’s work, on the other hand, steadily de- 
preciates, and even the opinions grow more pro- 
lix. He reviews and commends the scheme for 
publishing the more important decisions by 
themselves, as in the “ American Decisions” and 
“American Reports,” but thinks these under- 
takings do not promise an adequate remedy. 
He wishes that reporting might be by some joint 
action of the profession sternly curbed. It 
should be confined to courts of last resort, with 


principles or concern only interlocutory matters 
or questions of fact; less space should be given 
to arguments; the Judges should write more 
briefly; and a reporter should be paid a salary, 
and have no copyright interest in swelling his 
volumes. 
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Tue action in the House of Representatives 
Wednesday concerning the bill tu reguiate im- 
migration is a striking instance of the folly and 
danger of basty legislation. A bill on that sub- 
ject was proposed by Mr. Van Voorhbis, of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., which, when examined by a com- 
mittee, was pronounced radically defective, and 
was amended in its most vital parts. The com- 
mittee directed that the bill in its amended 
form be reported, and that the House be askea 
to suspend the rules and pass the bill—a legis- 
lative Opgration which requires but one vote, 
Mr. Van Voorhis, disliking the character of 
the amendments made to his bill, dexterously 
substituted bis original bill for the one prepared 
by the committee, and the House unwittingly 
passed the bogus bill. Of course it was not 
read, though several speeches were made on the 
subject, and the bill was passed with hardly any 
opposition. Next day the fraud was discovered, 
and the Senate was asked to return the bill. 
The action of Mr. Van Voorhbis was criminal, 
and though his purpose was merely to defeat the 
action of those who differed from him, it was 
a high-banded outrage for which no satisfactory 
apology can be offered. Most of the scandalous 
and dishonest jegisiauon during past years was 
enacted in this labor-saving process of legisia- 
tion. The famous act of 1873 demonetizing sil- 
ver was proposed as a substitute fer a pending 
bil, and without being read was passed by the 
House without opposition. The effect of that 
bill was not known except toa few for nearly 
three years after its passage. It ought to be an 
imperative rule that no act sbould be passed in 
either House of Congress without having been 
first printed and at least once read fn full. Cer- 
tainly no act should be passed under a suspen~ 
sion of the rules by a single vote without hav- 
ing been read or printed, or both. 


Tue Pall Mall Gazette gives the following 
sketch of the division of sentiment among the 
Irish members of Parliament: 

There are twenty-five Irish Conservatives in 
the House of Commons. Every man of them 
voted against the closure. All but twoof them 
voted against Mr. Bradiaugh. Twenty-one of 
them voted against the censure of the House of 
Lords. But they bave pever mustered more 
than sixteen strong in support of their views on 
Irish questions. ere were nine absentees on 
both the first reading and the second reading of 
the Coercion bill; yet on no other Irish votes 
were there so many Irish Conservatives in the 
lobby. Af analysis of the Irish vote in the more 
important divisions of the session brings into 
strong relief the political apathy of the party. 
Excepting on the first reading of the Coercion 
bill, the Parnellites have commanded a majority 
ot the Irish members on every important Irish 
division this session. On one oocasion their ma- 
jority was swelled by the votes of twenty-one 
[Irish Conservatives, but im other cases they 
owed their predominance to the absence of 
their natural opponents. The motion for the 
second reading of the Arrears bill was the on! 
division in which mordé than one-half the Iris 
members found themselves in the same lobby. 
Five times more than half the Irish members 
were absent. With the exception of three di- 
visions on the Coercion bill, there have never 
been more than an eignia of the Irish members 
voting against the Land-Leaguers. Even on 
the Coercion bill the highest vote on the other 
side was 37 out of a total of 103. The meaning 
of these ¢aures is only too obvious. AS a par- 
liamentary force the Parnellites are the only 
party that need seriously to be reckoned with. 
As tor the irish Conservatives, they can neither 
be roused to vote against home-rule or to vote 
for coercion. So far as the House of Commons 
is concerned, the chosen champions of landiord- 
ism seem to have abandoned the fight. 


By an interesting series of experiments Sir 
John Lubbock showed that blue is to bees the 
most attractive color. He placed pieces of paper 
of different colors in equally favorable positions, 
and upon every piece fastened abit of sugar. 
By patient watching he discovered that the bees 
most frequently visited the blue ground, and his 
investigation was sufficientiy prolonged to for- 
bid the suggestion of mere chance: 


Following a similar line of inquiry to Sir John 
Lubbock’s, Mg. A. Anthony Nesbit, an analytical 
chemist, has discovered that biue is the healthi- 
est color for fish (at least for carp), and there- 
fore, presumably, their favorit color. It was al- 
ready known that fish change in shade when the 
color of the bottom of the water in which they 
live is changed, becoming darker when the bot- 
tom is darker, and lighter when the bottom is 
lighter. For the purpose of ascertaining whether 
this alteration is due only to the quantity of 
light, or whether actinic rays and the color of 
the light have aiso aa influence in ucing the 
change, Mr. Nesbit began a series of experiments 
which have extended over several months. His 
carp were placed in globes covered externally 
with colored varnish, the tops being covered 
with large concave covers similarly colored to 
the giobes, air being freely admitted by the in- 
tervention of corks between globe and cover. 
His conciusions are—first, that color is a factor 
in the change in fish, as the blue produced dark- 
er fish than the biack, and had no action 
whatever; and second, that blue, the color of 
the sky, and not black or green, the color of mud 
and foliage, is the best and most healthy color 


for carp. 


INDIANAPOLIS Journal: The pale blonde 
peanut—that edibie that hitherto has been con- 
sidered barmiess and unpreteuatious — seems 
about to assume National importanee. The Old 
North State, which has long been vexed by post- 
bellum difficulties, is to be unified ona new issue 
—the peanut. This—the peanut—is a question 
that men of ail parties, of all shades of religious 
belief, those vaccinated and those who have 
simply been baptized, can unite upon. The peo- 
pie down there have coalesced—the chivairic 
Tarheels, from Gineral down to Majah, have 
joined hands and have sworn by the great horn 
spoon that a protective tariff shail be placed 
about the sacred goober of the South, so that 
the pauper labor of Europe may not be brought 
into competition with the nobility of North 
Carolina. From the mountains on the west to 
the restiess sea the watchward has been passed 
along the line, and the yeomanry of that State 
are ready to do battie for the cause and die iu 
the maintenance of their inalienable rights. 
They have dispatched envoys to the leading 
deajers in this commodity, and contidently ex- 
pect an early alliance with Italy, which would 
enable them to float a war-debt at about 16 cents 
oa the dollar. The day of the peanut is at hand. 


DeRVISCH PASHA, the Sultan’s present rep- 
resentative in Egypt, is one of the many ceie- 
brated men who might have lived and died un- 
known but for a lucky accident. During the 
first rebellion of the Bosnian Mussulmans 
against the Porte, Dervisch, then a young Cap- 
tain of Turkish Infantry, was sent with thirty 
men by Omar Pasna to secure a ferry-boat 
which was required for the transportation of the 
troops. The boat was on the other side of a 
swollen river, and the bank swarmed with Bos- 
nian sharpshooters; but Dervisch, setting bis lit- 
tle band to divert the enemy’s attention with a 
spattering fire, boldly swam across, cut the rope, 
and brought back the boat. When he returned 
with it and the three survivors of his thirty men, 
Omar Pasha, who was talking with an English 
correspondent, merely said: “ Well done, Capt. 
Dervisch!"’ The Englishman exciaimed loudly 
against this cold acknowledgment, when Omar 
coolly replied: “ Well, don’t excite yourself: 
be shall have the first vacant commission.” The 
General kept his word. Dervisch Aga soon be- 
came Dervisch Pasha, and afterward entertained 
his English advocate as Governor of one of the 
largest provinces in Turkey.

London Times denounctng the champagne ring 
in that city, and charging that seliiag cham- 
pagnes has become the “patent medicine” 
branch of the wine trade. They say: 

No sooner does a champagne brand become 
known in England than tt rises immediately out 
of all proportion to its value. It is beyond doubt 
that hundreds of pounds are paid by certain 
shippers of champagne for the sole privilege of 
banging up show cards in public places, to get 
the public accustomed to the mere sound of a 
name. It is to stamp out this unbealthy atmos- 
pubere of trade that we appeal te your columns 
to burst up what may be termed a champagne 
ring. Depend upon it,if our warning wouid 
Ouly lead to the public buying on the reputation 
of their wine -merchant and on bis brand, we 
should soon see Champagnes at a far more mod- 


erate price. The competition would bring cham-, 


pagues to their proper level, and a décent wine 
would be procurable at 12 shillings to 20 shillings 
per dozen under the preposterous figures now 
quoted for the sole pieasure of a fashionable 
Yrand 6n a cork, and certainly not for quality 
in proportion.

A SLICK PAIR. 


Allen and *“*Bouquet Johnny,” “ Con.” 
‘Mien, While on Baill, Goto Detroit and 
Rob a Granger of $1,100—Their Arrest 
There. 

George Allén and John Bockley, alias * Bou- 
quet Johnny,” who were charged with vagrancy, 
were discharged by Justice Prindivilie yesterday. 
There is quite an interesting little tale in 
regard to these men, who are known all through 
the State as confidence operators of the first 
water. Inthe early part of last week both these 
men were picked up at the Union depot by 
Officer J. M. Broderick of the depot 
police, and locked up on the South 
Side, When arrested, Allen bad entered 
into conversotion with a granger, whom he no 
doubt intended to fleece if he got the oppor- 
tunity. The men tooka change of veuuve from 
Justice Wallace to Justice Prindivilie and 
secured a continuance to June 4% They 
furnished bail and were released. Within 
a few days ago they were seen aboard a Michi- 
gan Central train by Ollicer Stark, who knew 
them welil,and who warned them that if they 
attempted to do any work on the train they 
would surely be arrested. He then went 
through the train and put every brakeman and 
the conductor “on to” them 60 as to make it 
practically impossible for them todo anything 
crooked. In spite of ail this exercise of care on 
the part of the officers, the con. men 
had made the acquaintance of an oid farmer 
named Donald McUaskeil, whose confidence 
they eventually gained and then “worked” 
bim for $1,180. This oecurred in Detroit, and 
the police there were immedietely notified of 
the atlair. From the description furnished by the 
Victim it became certain that Allen and Buckley 
were the men. Word was sent to the Chicago 
police to look out for them, but until yester- 
day they did not meet with much suc- 
cess even in placing them. Yesterday aft- 
ternoon Allen was seen around the Washington 
Hotel by one of the railroad policemen who 
knew him, and, being satisfied that he waouid 
probably stay there for some time, he 
burried over to poiice headquarters, where 
he reported what be knew. The oflicers at head- 
quarters, however, thought that they could get 
the men whevever they wanted them, and 
paid no attention to bis report. Last right 
the police received a pointer to the ef- 
fect that the men would leave for Kansas City 
on a late train, boarding it atsome point after 
it had started. Both ijate trains were searched, 
and it is believed that they were caught 
and taken to the Twenty-second Street 
Station. The officers there were non-communi- 
ecative on the subject,so nothing definit could 
be ascertained in that direction. If they were 
arrested they will be taken back tonight.

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SWORD-FISHING. 


Dangerous Sport of the Hardy New- 
England Sailors—How the Monster Is 
Harpooned While Fioating on the 
Suriace-—-Lashing the Waters into 
Foam, and Hauling a Crew Over«- 
beard. ,

Now is the season for sword-fishing, and your 
correspondent was fortunate enough to reach 
Edgartown in Martha's Vsneyard just as several 
sword-fishermen were setting out. Among them 
was old Capt. “ Dave" Mitchell, than whom a 
more skiliful harpoorer never salied out of 
“the Vineyard.” A passage with him was im- 
mediately bespoken. 

Next morning early we started forthe grounds, 
beginning by a run down toward Nantucket 
Shoals. A man was sent aloft to asort of plat- 
form affixed to the nead of the foremast, with 
injunctions to keep his weather eye open, in- 
junctions which but a few winutes later he gave 
positive evidence of heeding by an exclamation 
of “Fish ho!” 

‘Where away?’ demanded the skipper. 

“ About three points on the starb’d bow!” 

“Luff, luff there!” shouts Capt. Dave to the 
man at the wheel, and all bands run to the fore 
and main sheets and trim them flatter and flat- 
ter, until the order comes, * Belay ali!” Then a 
great line coiled up in a tub is overhauled. 

Soon we perceived a great biack fin protrud- 
ing above the surface of the seaand moving, 
now forward now backward, as though the body 
to which it was affixed scintillated between posi- 
tive and negative magnets. Capt. Dave,b 
in band, pow ran forward to the pulpit, a little 

latform built on the extreme point of the 

wsprit, about three and one-half feet in hight, 
and baving a semicircular iron strap, supported 
by stanchions. 

“ Keep her off!” he sang out from the pulpit, 
as wecameup closer to the great fish. No 
sooner were the words spoken than the fish be- 
gao sinking rapidly into the 6ub-current. But 
the movemeiMt was not or enough. The bright 
point of the barb sparkled fora momentin the 
suulight as Capt. Dave raised the harpoon hign 
over his beud. Then it shot down into the 
depths. 

“Hard down your wheellthere! Let go your 
jib!”’ came in quick succession, and the words 
were hardly spoken when there came a thump 
on the bottom of the vessel that sent her reeling 
from sideso side as the great fish, stung to mad- 
ness by the cruel steel, made a dash to free him- 
self. e had not struck the veagel intentionally, 
but had simply grazed its sides: his first spas- 
modic leap upward. When the line was ali run 
out of the tub, and the crew beganto puli bhim 
in, it was found that an unusually big fish had 
been struck. They had pulled but a few laps 
when, whiz! went the line again; there was a 
snap; the linesprung into the air out of the 
water. The fish had escaped! He had only been 
“backboned.’ ‘That is to say, the harpoon bad 
struck the backbone of the fish, and giancing off 
buried itself in his tlesh. This is not sufficient to 
hoid a big fish, and, for this reason, the barb of 
the barpoon, about six inches in length, is 
backed withan iron pocket in which the iron 
shank rests, which drives ithome. Now the line 
in the tub is affixed to the barb, and the shank 
of the harpoon is attached the vessel 
by a sbort line by which it is freed from the fish 
when be is struck. in orderto secure a great 
swordfishthe barb wust be driven mght through 
bim. Then when the shank comes out and the 
line is pulled taut, the barb toggieson. Tbat is, 
it catches on the other side, and no efforts of 
the victim will free him from the line. 

The faur made by Capt. Dave in bis first 
throw by no means discouraged him, but it was 
easily seen when the next fish was sighted that 
the old veteran was making closer measure- 
ments than before. This fish was almost dead 
to leeward, and we ran down upon bim with the 
sails winged out. It was a ponderous swordfish, 
and it was determined not to get so close aboard 
of bim as we did to the other, for these fish, 
when thoroughly enraged, will attack a vessel 
with great boidness. or this reason, therefore, 
we jibed over the mainsail. Nearer and nearer 
we approached. The great dorsal fin remains 
immovabie above the surface, as though there 
there were a ledge of rocks, and not a fish, be- 
low it. 

“Luff now! Nehemiah; luff her! Steady!”’ 

“Steady itis!" comes baek from the man at 
the wheel. 

Again the ironis poised in theair. Splash! 
thud! and it sinks into the great mass that sur- 
rounds the sharp fin. Suddenly the sea seems to 
rise in front of us. and a quivering mass, at 
least fifteen feet in length, springs haif out of 
the sea, and then plunges back again into the 
depths, like an infuriated bull. We saw his creat 
sword as be came up, a most formidabie weap- 
on, and congratuisged ourselves while rocking 
about from side to@ide in the sea way made by 
the movster's plunge, that it was not pointed ia 
our direction. Two men poured buckets of 
water over the line running out to prevent fire 
from friction, and when the monster came to a 
standstili, about 150 fathoms distant, all bands 
took hoid of the line and heaved it in, hand over 
hand. We bad pulled in about one-third of it 
when the fish, stung by painand rage, made a 
dash to leeward, like a shot projected from a big 
gun. We made a desperate struggie to keep on 
our feet, but in vain. There was a scrimmage 
near the starboard builwarks. The three men 
that were bauling in the line were shot out over 


the side into the sea, while the others turned — 


somersets over each other at different points of 
the deck. 

“I reckon you've bit off more than you can 
chaw this time, my lads,”’ said Capt. Dave, con- 
solingly, as be leaned over his iron rail ou the 
prow; “butlethim have his own way for & 
while till he’s run out, and then we'll give him 
the ‘thumper.’ ”’ 

Tbe men now handied the line with more cau- 
tion, and those that had been overboard covered 
the decks with sait water as they ran from side 
to side with the line. Soon the monster seemed 
to be about pegged out, and we bad hauled bim 
within a few tathoms of the vessel, when be 
seemed two be suddenly infused witb new life. 
He showed bis ugly snout witb its sword projec- 
tion high above the surface of the sea, and then 
he made adash in the direction of the vessel. 
He seemed to change his mind, however, before 
he got close aboard, and went down bead first; 
bat he didn’t stay long, and was soon again near 
the surface rushing from side to side, plunging 
and leaping in his frantic endeavors to Fuake the 
irritating iron and its hemp appendag® from bis 
body. But, as we could see, the barb had been 
thrust clean through bim, and had “tog- 
gied son” on the side —— to 
that at which it entered. e could 
see that he Was growing weaker and weaker from 
loss of biood, and the water was becoming red 
from the life current. Now he is bauled along- 
side, and while making ready for another spring 
two iron “ landers,”” resembling boathooks and 
having curved steel hooks at the extremities, 
are handed over the side and thrust into bis 
gilis. By the use of these his great head is held, 
while a staiwart sailor climbs down over the side 
with the ‘‘thumper,”’ between a tomahawk and 
a sledge-hammer, and gives bim a series of pon- 
derous blows between the eyes, despite his 
struggies. Then a great book is got over bis 
wide, extending, crescent-shaped tail, the throat 
halliards are brought into requisition, and he is 
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steel of bis harpoon so deep in his tail that the 

barbed point protruded and ed on. But 

the Captain had got more now than he bad bar- 
ned for; be bad, in fact 

a momen great fish 
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b shot from a bow, then 

into the air and exhibited his pon- 
derous bluish black sides and grayish white 
belly. Now he seemed to recognize that the 
white-winged craft near by is bis tormentor. 
We cansee him turn as he descends, and the 
skipper knows he is coming for his 
vessel. “Luff! luff her up,” he shouts 
to the heilmsman, and the latter, 
himself watching for such an event, br 
the vessel up into the wind, and she recelves t 
monster head on. Thump! be comes up against 
the bow, and the blow reverberates through 
every timberin the vessel. But owing to the 
quickness of the helmsman the fish did not strike 
the vessel with bis sword, but in bis blind rage 
he brought up side, and must,have burt himseif 
more than he did the vessel, for be seemed more 
enraged than ever. But a swordfish, like a 
borse, is said to think of only one thing at a 
time, and his swordsbip was now trying to free 
himself from the singular and painful ap- 
pendage with which be had so suddenly become 

c mn he too was buoyed, and the 

vessel was beaded foranother. Fish after fish 
was struck, until soon there were a number of 
barrels flying about the Vineyard Sound like 
mad—to the ordinary observer seeming to be 

Now came the work of getting in 
the fish, and it was soon seen that we were to 
bave our hands full. 

The last fish we struck, though only about ten 
feet long, bad what seemed to be a full length 
sword attached to bis Ugly ~ ying snout, and 
from the very first he showed fight. When he 
made his pre ners dash he ran out the line to 
its full length and before the crew could pre- 
vent it the tub to which the line is made Past 
went tearing over the side. Now the tub, being 
very — was dragged with great ease by the 
ish and had by no means the wearing efeet of a 
heavy barrel. An attempt was now to be made 
to capture the tub and the troublesome custem- 
er on the other end of its line. Two dories were 
lowered, therefore, each having three men 
aboard—two to row and the third to steer. Ne- 
hemiah sat in the stern sheets of the one and 
Joshua, the skipper’s brother, in the other. 

“ Take the tron along, Josh,”’ said Capt. Dave, 
“and give it to him atween his sidelights; but 
a@’ye be very keerful and don’t wind him, or he'll 
let tiy bis hind leg at yer.” 

Josh took the iron and the injunction with 
alike composure, and the race began. The two 
boats described a semi-circular course in an 
endeavor to head off their fish, who was flying 
about bither and thither. 

Now,a swordfish, when struck, will, after the 
first wild rush is ended, lie still tur a few mo- 
ments asif trying to reason out the cause of 
the pain resulting from the blow he has received 
trom the harpoon. It was at such a moment 
that Nehemiah approached the tub. It was ly- 
ing stillon the surface and the line to which it 
was Attached was as siack as the bauser to an 
archor when the tide is turning. He seizes the 
line, hauls it up, ana is about to make it fast to 
the ring in the stern of his dory when Josh, iu 
the other boat, only a short distance to leeward, 
shouts out: “ Look out, Mire, look out,”’ as one 
of the barrels attached to another swordfish is 
being buried with lighthing speed toward the 
unsuspecting fisherman. It is propelled at right 
ungies toa line attached to the tub. It catehes 
in the slack of the line Nehemiah is bolding. 
Whiz, bang, and the tub strikes against the 
frail dory with terrific force, almost upsetting it 
and throwing the unsuspecting Nehemiah head 
over heels into the sea. Fortunately the line 
does not get a haif hith about him, or it would 
have been all up with him. He is picked up out 
of the water justas the swordfish he has been 
trying to capture, stung into life by the pull on 
his line, proceeds to again run away with the 
tub. Now itis Josh’s turn, and he directs his 
boat toward the southwest, in which direction 
the tub is traveling, and after pulles for a full 
haif hour he finds himself in the neighborhood 
of the prize. But be besa barpoon aboard, and 
itis his province to kill the swordfish, or at 
least to so stun him that he may be brougbt to 
the surface and finished with tbe “ thumper.”’ 
Unheeding the counse! of the skipper, he brings 
upto windward of the swordfish, and while 
the latter is lying dormant in the water 
with his fin ex he advances cour- 
ageously to the attack. “Taffy!” he cails 
out to one of bis men, so named because 
he is a Welshman, “do you back your port oar 
slowly untill am almost alongside of him, and 
then bold her.”” The order is executed and Josh 
stands up in the stern, poises his lance, and then 
buries it deep into tne shoulders of the great 
fish. Like a torpedo the enraged leviathan 
springs clean out of the water and comes down 
on the bows of the dory, which is turned bottom 
up instantiy. The men flounder about in the 
water, expecting to be attacked by the monster, 
but the latter, pow thoroughly frightened, takes 
flight. Such accidents being not infrequent in 
swordfish-hunting, lines are usually reeved 
througb two rings in the bottoms of the dories— 
calied life-lines. To this life-line the men now 
cling, and when the fish straightens out the slack 
they find themselves being propelled through 
the water ata furious rate. ut they hold on 
pluckily and their comrades made desperate 
efforts to rescue them. Capt. Dave, who is 
aboard the vessel with one man, sets bis jib and 
makes a dead set for them, but it is some time 
before they are finally rescued and taken aboard. 
Five of the swordfish that bad been struck and 
buoyed are captured, but it is not until late in 
the evening that the ugly fellow with the tub at- 
tached is beaten aboutin the head and hauled 
aboard. Then we start for Boston to seii the 
catch. 

No branch of the fishing industry is so uncer- 
tain as that of swordfishing. Though there is 
always a demand for the fine, juicy steaks of 
the swordtish, the prices vary greatly. One ves- 
sel may obtain a high price for her fish whilea 
few days or hours later another may strike an 
overstocked warket and her skipper receive not 
one-half as muck. As the success of the trip 
depends very much therefore upon the sfort- 
ness of the passage, sail is crowded on even to 
the pwint of recklesness and danger, and the 
“homestretch’’ frequentiy becomes the most 
exciting part of the trip, demanding the exer- 
cise of the best seamanship alike from the skip- 
per and his crew.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 23.—The syndicate 
which purchased the Buffalo, New York & Pbil- 
adelpbia and the narrow-gage roads in the oil 
country bas closed all its accounts, and the bank- 
ers, J. & W. Seligman & Co., of New York, are 
almost ready to settle with the subscribers. The 
project was first suggested by some of the cap- 
italists largely interested in the Buffalo, Pitts- 
burg & Western, wbo appreciated the necessity 

of more feeders in the oil regions and the im- 

portance of having better terminal facilities in 

Buffalo than the Buffalo, Pittsburg & West- 

ern could afford to purchase. The City 

of Buffalo had what was practically «a 

controlling interest in the Buffalo, New York 

& Philadeiphia. Were it not for this the Penn- 

syivania would long before have gobbled it up 

for a Buffalo outlet over its Philadelphia & Erie 

Division, with which it connects at Emporium.

“The Tendencies of the Jewish Race.” His 
lecture of a week ago, which was fully reported 
in Toe Tripune by telegraph, created a de- 
cided stir in the religious world. His people are 
puzzied at his peculiar and advanced views, and 
they are ata lossto know whether to feel in- 
digoant or complimented. In ‘his address this 
evening Rabbi Moses said: “ The argument used 
by the anti-Semites against the Jews is. that the 
Jews are a peculiar people, with race tendencies 
which make them unfit for citizenship with 
those of the Aryan race. This argument is 
based upon the assugiption that the Jews be- 
long to a wholly different race—the so-called 
Semitic; that they have since time immemorial 
scrupulously watched over purity of 
their biood keep it being 
commingled with foreign elements, that 
as &@ consequence Or condition of this fact the 
consider themseives the chosen people of God. 
In tact, the orthodox view of the people of Is- 
rae] and its religion agrees with this assump- 
tion. But the premises are faise. There are no 
more pure Or original races in the world. Even 
the Bibie records testify to the continual influx 
of non- Hebrew or non-Jewish elements into the 
Jewish tribe. This disposes of the fallacious 
claim of the — sanctity of the Jewish biood 
and marks off from our religious fellowship all 
those whose only relation with Judaism consists 
in the fact that they are born of Jewish pargnts. 
This beliet engenders a faise pride—the race- 
pride. it produces the Disraciian type of 
Jews. who think that «a nobler biocod 
flows in their veins than that of 
the lords -and princes of the  worid. 
We have nothing in common with them. They 
ere the cause of the prevailing indifference to 
our religious life, and toa great extent also of 
the still ones ee prejudice against us. But 
even,granted t the Hebrew tribe has not 
foreign national elements; that every Jew pow 
living is a direct descendant of Abraham; that 
the thousands and thousands of proselytes to 
Judaism have leftno p ny—even granting 
all this—does not the history of civilization show 
that the influence of the culture of a land is 
stronger in molding the character of its inbab- 
itants than any national racial origin. The 
Huguenot emigrants in Germany bave become 
Germans in thought and character; the second 
orthird generation of German emigrants to 
America are thorough Americans. Should it be 
different with a Jew? Compare’ the Ger- 
man Jew with the Russian Jew, or the 
French with the Palestinian. Culture is 
stronger than blood. Thought is mightier than 
the body. A reformed Judaism must not sbrink 
from the inferences to be drawn from these 
facts in its religious life. We must rid ourselves 
of the blood of Judaism. He is not an Israelite 
who claims to be of Jewish descent, but he who 
practices the religion of the Prophets—the up- 
building of mankind through righteousness, be 
be of whatever race or nationality he may. 
Judaism is nota nationality; por is it a mere 
creed, vor achureh with a patent for the saiva- 
tion of souls. It is a mission of righteousness: 
the devotion of life to the spread of truth and 
the growtb of morality. This is Israel's mission 
in history, and our merit coosists not that God 
has chosen us from among the nations, but that 
we have chosen God from among the gods— 
proving throughout our historical career that 
we have been worthy of that mission. The 
strict carrying cutof these views will regen- 
erate lerael religiously. it will separate from 
our fellowship those whose religion is the de- 
light in wordly gain and pleasure, and whose 
idealism is the pride of birth.”

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 23.—The Rev. George 
O. Barnes, formerly of Chicago, and now a trav- 
eling evangelist, confining himself mostly to the 
hill country of Kentucky, and by many be- 
lieved to be the greatest living evangelist, is 
now preaching to the largest audiences ever as- 
sembled in Frankfort, our State Capital. His 
work has been singularly effective. Nearly all 
who go for the firat time to hear him seem im- 
pressed with the idea that they will hear a iu- 
natic; but. after listening, with singular unanim- 
ity declare him a remarkably able man. One of 
bis iate converte—and he has had nearly 1,000— 
at Frankfort in three weeks—was Tom Har- 
ris,a deputy in the Auditor's office, whom age 
and iniquity caused ali t® look upon as one 
of the lost sheep. On Wednesday evening, how- 
ever, the cap-sheaf was added by the great 
evangelist druwing to him the white-headed and 
wicked old Geveraor of tauis State. Gov. Biack- 
burd was considered by mauy asa believer in 
Catholicism, and it was earnestly thought that 
he would attach himself one day tothat church. 
It wasa matter of the deepest astonishment 
to all to see him step forth and “confess 
Christ” under the Rev. Mr. Barnes. Gen. 
Hardin, the Attorney-General of the State, was 
interviewed by your reporter tonight, and says 
that the Governor seemed overcome by emo- 
tion, and that for the first time he had done 
what he bad supposed he never would do—viz.: 
Confess Christ as bis Savior in public. Gen. 
Hardin did not know what the Governor s inten- 
tions were ou the subject of bis future action in 
the matter. but the Governor's brother-in-law, 
Col. L. BL.

He also annouhced his determination to 
apply for admission to the Episcopal Church, 
and asked me to see Bishop Dudiey and arrange 
for his early contirmation. | saw the 
Bishop, and did s0 arrapge that he 
should be baptized and confirmed on Sunday, 
July 2, at Christ Churct in this city, by Bishop 
Dudiey. I see,’ said Col. Churchill, who is a 
great churehman of the Episcopal Cburch, 
“that he was as good as bis word, and made a 
public confession on Wednesday night, and of 
course be will be confirmed and admitted as per 
arrangement.”

No Wind at the Time—The Sur- 
face of the Lake 
Tranquil. 


The Wave Over Nine Feet High, 
and Followed by Re- 
coil Waves. 


People Scared Badly, but No Very 
Great Damage Re- 
corded. 


A Wave Over Nine Feet Higher than 
the Lake Comes into Cleveland Mar- 
bor, 

CLEVELAND, O., June 23.—A remarkable wave 
swept the lake-front here at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing. From the best information now obtain- 
able, the wave was about two miles wide and 
nine feet higher than the surface of the lake. 
It came in the wake of a dense, angry-looking 
black ana gray cloud, which moved gsullenly 
from the northward over the city. There was 
no wind or rain at the lake-shore, buta dash of 
rain feli in some parts of the city, and the wind 
biew fiercely south of town. Vessels parted 
their lines at the mouth of the river piers, and 
the docks were submerged to the depth of four 
feet. 

IN SOME PLACES HUNDREDS OF FISH 
were cast ashore. The fire was put out in the 
Lake Erie Rolling- Mill on the beach west of the 
river. A scow loaded with sand, lying at the 
breakwater, was landed bigb and dry on the 
shore. A short stretch of railway near the Union 
Depot was ripped up, and numerous switch- 
shanties and smal) buildings overturned or 
moved about. A tramp, sleeping upon the top 
of the sewer where it empties into the lake, was 
drowned. One man, standing at the bank, was 
thrown down and washed against the wall of the 
Union Depot. The timber-beads were torn out 
of two scows in the river. [ron rails twenty- 
eight feet long piled near the depot were lifted 
up and scattered in confusion, and huge logs 
were washed ashore. 

THE LIFE-SAVING STATION 

was badly wrecked, and various other damage 
done. The wave lasted about One minute. Sey- 
era! parties who were fishing in skiffs report a 
sudden rise in the water anda violent commo- 
tion like a whirlpool. The skiffs weathered the 
singular storm without accident. The damage 
to property on shore is roughly estimated at 
$30,000. ' 

Steamboat men who came in this morning re- 
port a short squall and a sudden movement of 
the water off this port, of which no particular 
notice was taken at the time. 

THE WAVE WAS WIDER-REACHING 
than first supposed. Word comes from Glenville 
that it played havoc with boats and boat-houses 
there. Near the railway bridge over the river 
a iog seventy-five feet long and three feet and a 
half in diameter was carried nearly 200 feet in- 
land. Before the phenomenon oeturred the wind 
had been biowing geatly from the south, and 
soon after the cloud passed resumed the same 
direction. The water in the lake is about two 
feet higher than the ordinary stage, and the 
wave at the life-saving station reached eight 
feet ten inches above the present water- mark. 


The Signal Officer Saw It Coming— 
How it Looked. 

OLEVELAND, O., June 23.—Signai-Officer New- 
lin, who observed the tidal wave today, says that 
at 6:10 a. m. he heard aistant thunder to the 
northward over the lake, and, looking in that 
direction, saw a buge cloud, like a thunder 
cloud, the lower part of which looked like a 
large beavy curtain, hanging Over the water, 
above it a contorted, angry-looking congiomera- 
tion of clouds, and north of it a large stratus- 
cloud. It moved very rapidly, and at 6:20 the 
wave struck the shore. When first noticed the 
wave was about a quarter of a mile from shore, 
and appeared iike a great green wali ten feet 
bigh. 

THE LAKE HAD BEEN CALM, 

and this was the first disturbance of the sur- 
face. The wave swept aioug rapidly and silent- 
ly until it reached shallow watef® when it made 
a loud, swishing noise, and broke on the shore 
with a great roar. The wave reached from 
north-northeast to south-southwest. After it 
struck the shore two recoil waves followed ciose 
together. At 6:35, a quarter Of an hour after 
the wave reached shore, a shower began which 
lasted tifteen minutes, during whieh two-hun- 
dredths of an inch of rain fell. No hard wind was 
perceptible bere,thougnh slight squalls on the lake 
are reported by incoming vessels. Sergt. New- 
lin says the cloud was an electric cloud, like 
those of ordinary thunger-storms, except the 
peculiarities above described. Many of the phe- 
nomena are similar to what would be expected 
to accompany a waterspout, but no waterspout 
formed, nor did a bard storm precede or follow, 
as usual in cases of tidal waves. After the 
grand rushing of water the lake relapsed into 
repose, the surface being as calm and uoruffied 
as it nothing unusual! bad happened. 


The Cold and Scientific View of a He- 

markable Occurrence. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 
CLEVELAND, O., June 23.—The huge wave 

which struck the lake front of the city with such 
violence early this morning was remarkabie for 
its height and destructive force, but was not 
without parallel on the lake so far as concerned 
its dumensions. If greater destruction was 
caused the fact may be attributed to there be- 
ing more to destroy than at the time of pre- 
vious visitations. The hight of today’s wave 
bas been variously estimated, the range report- 
ed being from ten to twenty-five feét. Twice 
within the memory of living men 
SUDDEN RUSHES OF WATER ON LAKE ERIE 
tothe hight of fifteen feet bave been reported. 
At Madison Dock, Lake County, in 1800,a wave 
swept in suddenly from the lake bearmg a crest 
of foam fifteen teet above the ordinary level of 
the water and carrying everything before it. It 
receded as swiftly as it came,and was imme- 
diately followed by a second wave, and then by 
a third of dimifisbed hight. The iake then sub- 
sided toa placid calm, as before the phenome- 
non. 

FIFTEEN YEARS LATER 
a similar wave, estimated to be fifteen feet in 
hight, suddenly tlooded Euclid Creek, sweeping 
away everything within its reach. So-called 
tidal waves buve been recorded at other periods, 
though none as high as those af 1890 and 1845, or 
that of today. The most important since that of 
1845 was at Toledo in 1856, the authentic ac- 
counts of which placed the hight at five feet. 
The highest wave reported on the Western 
lakes was observed by Dr. Foster in August, 
1845, when on Lake Superior. The hight of the 
rise was placed by him at twenty feet. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES 

attending the phenomenon today were those 
eoimmon to all the instances cited. In each case 
the lake was smooth and the air calm, or but a 
gentile breeze biowing. An authority referring 
to the subject says! The phenowenon is com- 
monly spoken of as «a tidal wave, but the term is 
iveorrect. It is what is known as a cycione 
wave, and is similarto the tidal wave of mid- 
ocean. The cyclone wave is coextensive with 
the area of low barometer. The wave is bighest 
ut the central lowest pressure, where its eleva- 
tion above the sea levei should be a root or more 
for each inch of barometric depression.

AFTER THE EMPLOYES. 

The Mayor yesterday addressed a printed cir- 
cular to the employés of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works to remind them of their negiigence of 
duty in the past, and at the same time to warn 
them that unless the public were better accom- 
modated in the future there would be 
trouble. The circular was intended to 
be private, but it fell into the hands 
of ‘the reporters somehow, and under 
all the circumstances is not without public ina- 
terest. It lays down the rule that the offices 
shall open at ¥a.m.and remain open until 4 p. 
m.; that employés sball be courteous; that not 
more than three-quarters of an hour shali be 
devoted to getting lunch: and that at no time 
shall any department be so depieted at iupch- 
hour or any other time as to in auy wise inter- 
fere with che prompt transaction of the public 
business. The circular also provides against 
employés reading newspapers during by¥siness 
hours, and if any attention is paid to the order, 
as a whole, there can be no doubt about its ben- 
eficial effects ou the public service. 

THE NEW HIGH-PRESSURE WATER PLANS. 

The plans for the new high-pressure water 
service are compieted and in the hands of the 
City Engineer, ready to present to the City 
Council. The works will be located on Wash- 
ington street, on the east bank of the river, and 
will consist of two engines of a combined capac- 
ity of 20,000,000 gallons each twenty-four bours, 
with boilers and other appurtenances to. corre- 
spond. Thesmokestack and water-tower wili be 
located in the center of Market street will 
be 200 feet high. The water for this serv- 
ice wili be taken from the tunnel 
which now supplies the West Side works, so 
that the same quality of water will be deliv- 
ered under the high pressure that is now used 
throughout the whole city. The pipes bounded 
by the district, south by Van Buren street, east 
by the lake, and north and west by theriver, will 
be cut off from the low-pressure system by the 
iusertion of valvesat various points, and the 
water delivered into all the pipes in this distrivt 
will be under higb pressure. : 

The pipes now in use are to be utilizéd so far 
as availabie, but will be supplemented by some 
of larger sizes extending from the new works 
north and south. Of course the high-pressure 
service will cost the city more for coal and 
maintenance than the present system, and it 
will be necessary to largely increase the water 
rates within this district. These pians and an 
ordinance will be presented to the Council Mon- 
day night, and it hoped that prompt and fa- 
vorable action will be taken immediately, 


SUBURBAN, 
SOUTH CHICAGO, 

A man giving his name as John Jamesis con- 
fined in the South Chicago jail on the charge of 
stabbing a workman at the rolling-mills, ndmed 
Mike McNamara. Itis notat ali unlikely that 
the injured man may die from his injuries with- 
in the next few days, and the police are delay- 
ing the preliminary examination of his assail- 
ant until the resuit of the injuries is known. It 
is as yet impossible to learn the facts in the case, 
further than that McNamara received 
a stab in the band and another in the side from 
a large jack-knife in the hands of James. 
The iatter takes the matter with great cool- 
ness, not to say indifference. He does net deny 
the cutting, but says he did it under great prov- 
ocation. According to his story, he was standing 
in front ofa saloon on Harbor avenue when 
McNamara, in company with another man, 
came along, and, without the siightest prevoca- 
tion, struck Lim, whereupon he pulled out a 
large pocket-knife and struck at McNamara’s 
throat, but missed it and gashed his 
hand. He then plunged the knife 
into his assailant’s side. This story 
is received with incredulity by the officers, 
who do not believe a word ofthe unprovoked 
assault claimed by James. As the stabbing oc- 
curred in broad daylight it was wituessed 
by several reons, and the news spread 
and crea great excitement. Threats of 
lynching were freely made, and at one time it 
looked greatly as though the preliminary exam- 
ination would be postponed in favor of a Coro- 
ner’s inquest. James was promptiy removed to 
the jail and a strong guard established. 

A 10-year-old son of Mrs. Bernard at South 
Chicago, while playing with the regulation toy- 
pistol yesterday, discharged the weapon with 
the usual result. Dr. Larkio, who attended the 
boy,. states that the hand is pretty seriously 
lacerated and the after-effects may be most{se- 
rious.

Conclusion of the Evidence in the 
©’Brien Murder Case. 

In the case of the Cahills, on trial for the mur- 
der of Officer O’Brien before Judge Rogers and 
a jury in the Criminal Court, the evidence for 
the defense was concluded yesterday morning. 
ln the afternoon three witnesses teatified in re- 
buttal, and the opening argument for the State 
was made to the jury. The closing arguments 
will be made today, and the case will likely go 
to the jury along about the middie of the after- 
noon. 

The first witness called was John Maloney, of 
of No. 28] West Polk street, who testified to the 
general reputation of the accused for peaccful- 
ness. Thomas Leyden, of No. 148 Rebecca 
street, testified to the same facts. James was 
feebie- minded, but be was not unruly or violent 
in his disposition. 

Thomas Cahill, the principal defendant, then 
took the stand. He was, he said, just over 2 
years of age,and had lived inthis city since 
1867. Aug. 1 he worked all day for a sewer con- 
tractor, and reached home about 6:30 in the 
evening. Before going to bed and along about 
Vo'ciock he asked his brotherJim to go for a 
quart of beer. Jim’was averse to going, as the 
boys of the neighborhood made a practice of an- 
noying and teasing bim, and he feared he would 
meet sonte of them in the alley. Jim was finally 
persuaded to go, but remaining longer than 
usual he went out into the yard to see whut was 
keeping him. He beard ioud talking in the 
aliey and heard Vickon say to his brother, “I'l 
shoot your --— —— head off for hitting Keat- 
ing,’ to which remark the latter supplemented 
another to th@eifect that when they got their 
hands upon Tom Cahill they were going to «ull 
bim. itness then went out into the alley and 
waiked towards the party. Happening to strike 
a can with his foot ope of them looked up and 
said, “ Cheese it; bere comes Tom.” He then 
drew his revulver and fired simply to scare them, 
and the bullet went into the ground. He did 
not fire at Dickson or any one else. Young Keat- 
ing scampered off, and witness, seizing Dickson 
by the coat, demanded to know of him why he 
was always striking Jim. He denied having 
struck Jim, and pegged so hard not to be burt 
that witness iet him go with the admonition that 
he must not strike Jim, or else he would have to 
turn to and whip him. 

When officer y entered the house, he asked 
witness if he bad snot at Dickson, and was truth- 
fully answered “No.” Kay then asked bim if 
he had fired ashot in the alley, and he made 
the evasive reply, “ Did you see me fire a shot?’ 
Ray said be did not, and in answer toa question 
said nobody bad been hurt. Witness then said 
there was no need of making a fuss about it, 
and that if anything was wrong he would be on 
hand in the morning. Ray went away satisfied, 
but returned in about twenty minutes with 
Chris Dickson. Witness asked Dickson in the 
kitcben what brought him there, and then 
struck him in the face, knocking him out on the 
landing. Ray then came out of another room 
with Jim in charge, and when himself and hig 
mother told him uot to take that boy, but come 
in the morning, he let go and seized witness by 
the wristband of his shirt. He broke away, and 

, after taking a good look at bim, turned and 
walked down the steps. 

It was fully balf an bour after this whena 
crowd Came up the stairway and he h some 
one say: “ Boys, get your guosready; there's 
enough of us to take the shanty.” He retreated 
to the house and closed the door. His mother 
became alarmed at several shots fired in 
yard and said, “We'll all be killed.”” Loud 
raps were made at the dogs, and some sbouted, 
* Oahill, open the door, or we'll break it in.”" He 
told them to do so if they dared. His mother 
asked what they wanted, and the reply 
came back, “We'll show you what 
we want.” The apparent leader ordered 
them to fire, and two shots were immediately 
sent through the door. His mother looked out, 
and received a bullet wound in the head. Think- 
ing this had gone far enough, witness ran to the 
cupboard, and, procuring a revolyer and a box 
of cartridges, he prepared to return the tire, and 
ordered his mother into the bedroom. The or- 
der given to the besiegers was to shoot the first 
one who sbowed up at either door or window. 
Hearing them retreat to the yard below. he went 
out on the landing, but owing to the darkness he 
failed to see any one until he found himself face 
to face with an unknown man, who, when 
only four feet away, fired. and shot 
him in the breast. He returned the tire, and 
again retreatea to the bouse, where he turned 
down the light and bathed his wound at the by- 
drant. The party outside were excited, and 
were shooting, and swearing, and crying out: 
“Sboot the ——-——.” As they started up the 
stairway he warned them back twice, and then 
firedat them from the landing. They yeiled 
“ Murder” and retreated. He went back to the 
bydrant, and then five men came up to the door 
and fired, striking bim againin the breast. I'wo 
more shots were fired, and a spent ball 
struck him in the breast and neck. He was 
shot four times, the principal wound only leav- 
ing a scar which the witness exhibited on bis 
breast. There were, he said, some thirty-five 
shots firedin ali. He did not know the party 
were officers, and beard no one ciaim to be an 
officer until some time qfter the shooting, when 
he was arrested. 


Mr. Longnecker then attempted to ask the 
witness a series of questions as to previous at- 
tacks Upoe the house by rousbs, and particular- 
ly as to one made only the night before the*kiil- 
ing. All this was barred the day before, and 
Mr. Thomson prowptly entered an objection. 

Mr. Longnecker asked to rmitted to argue 
the point, and talked at sume little length. He 
asserted that the house having been previously 
attacked bad some effect upon the young man’s 
—- it showed what actuated him to defend

A clash of words ensued between the two 
which was summarily stopped by the Court.

He heard no one claim tobe a police- 
man, and heard no one speak of a warrant.

The crop conditions in Western Europe are 
just now very critical. Their wheat harvest is 
mucb later then ours, and the grain is just now 
in that state where bad weather would tell sadly 
on the yicid. The presence of so much ice in 
the Atlantic oceanas has been reported can 
scarcely be other than detrimental to British 
weather. Itis well known that the climate of 
the British Isles depends for its mildness (and 
humidity) upon the temperature wafted from 
the Atlantic, which makes the average 
there nearly the same as ours, though 
we are some 10 degrees further south 
than they. A great deal of ice in the 
ocean would lower the temperature to a point 
perilous to vegetation, and might even ruin the 
harvest. This condition has wot, however, 
“showed up” to an extent sufficient to cause 
alarm in Engignd so far as reported; yet the 
current strength in the markets there may re- 
flect some uneasiness on the subject. 

New York is reported to have put up seller 
the year corn yesterday to Tic. That is on the 
new crop, and must have been based upon ad- , 
vices from the West, which do not promise a 
good yield for 1882, 

A letter from Sioux City says that corn is sell- 
ing there at $1.00 per bu, and that the stocks in 
that direction are practically nihil, except what 
has been bought up fur stock by the glucose 
factories. The stocks of both wheat and co 
are said to be down to zeroon the lines of th 
Northwestern Railroad and to be very small on 
other lines. 

A well-known man on "Change was yesterday 
the subject of rather extended commiseration. 
His firm bad Been adjudged to bear the loss due 
to the disruption of awheat ring, but the re- 
fusal of one party to assent to this upset the ar- 
rangement. Two years ago the same firm bad 
to staid the loss on a “ring” which went 
through, but one of the parties was directly aft- 
erwards found to be insolvent. The firm in 
question has thus caught it both ways. It seems 
predestined to lose whether the cent comes down 
heads or tails. 

The New York Produce Exckange Reporter of 
June 10 contains an elaborate history of the 
Produce Exchange of that city, as the initial 
number of an enlargement which is intended to 
add much to the usefulness of the Reporter. 

Keports from Maryland and Delaware give 
promise of an immense fruit crop in those States 
this year. It is stated that the peach yield this 
season will be phenomenal, and predictions are 
made that it will exceed the crop of 1875, when 
thousands of baskets of peaches rotted under 
the trees. 

The receipts of butter in New York from May 
1 to June 20 this year were 208,496 pkgs, and the 
exports 1,187,086 ibs, as against 239,785 pkws re- 
ceived and 2,424,085 lbs exported during the 
same period last year. 

From May 1 to June 20 this year there were 
received in New York $322,348 pkgs cheese, and 
exported 11,461,450 Ibs. In the same period last 
year the receipts of cheese were 495,710 pkgs, 
and the exports 18,887,845 Ibs.
